Brokaw’s Telegraphic Admon- 
ishment to Mrs Brokaw 
Read in Court 


YOUNG WIFE SLUSHED 
AND DROPPED HER HEAD 


Brokaw Warned Wife Not to 
Let Doctor Kiss Her---Name 
of the Doctor Withheld---Evi- 
dence. Introduced to Show 
Brokaw Was Insanely Jeal- 
ous of Wife. 


New York. December 9.—W. Gould 
Brokaw’s telegraphic admonishment to 
his wife to be careful whom she kissed, 
crimsoned her cheeks and brought tears 
to her eyes today as it was read in 
the supreme court at Mineola, L. I. 
Yet this telegram was introduced by 
her counsel with others in an attempt 
to show the young millionaire’s insane 
jealousy and unreasonableness as jus- 
tifving the separation for which Mrs. 
Brokaw is suing, with $60,000 a year 
alimony. 

The telegram was from Brokaw at 
High Point, N. C., to his wife at their 
place at-Great Neck, L. I., and read as 
follows:

Mra. Brokaw Hung Her Head 
Mrs. Brokaw hung her head as the 
message was read, and blushed furidus- 
ly. By agreement, the name of the 
doctor Was not read in court. 

Mrs. Brokaw had previously told of 
a luncheon at the Hotel St. Regis, at 
which a Dr. Chapman was a guest, and 
which her husband, she testified, had 
interrupted and made a scene, accusing 
her of wanting to elope with the doc- 
tor.

What Negro Defenders C.aimed. 

The congressional] defenders of the 
negro infantrymen maintained that 
the only firing in the town was done 
by men of the Twenty-fifth who had 
broken parole, and that former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in discharging two 
companies without individual military 
‘trial, had worked a severe injustice on 
both the companies and the regiment. 

It is understood that the court which 
is now here and has practically con- 
cluded its examination of the evidence 
it has secured will permit such dis- 
charged members of the regiments as 
care. to do so to appear before it and 
testify. The hearings will be held 
here.

Mr. Kendrick has a little store about 
200 yards down the road from -his 
home, and it was customary for cus- 
tomers to ring a bell when Mr. Ken- 
drick was-up to his house, and he 
would’ come down and wait on them. 
On yesterday evening, after closing 
the store and, going home, he. had 
three rings. from the;store. The third 
ring came, just as -.supper was an- 
nounced, and Mer. Kendrick awaited 
until’ after supper béfore attending 
the call. When‘ he’ did reath the store 
and was in the act.of opening the 
door, the. negro, who+had rung the 
beil,«struck--him-over the héad with a 
seantling, in which” he hed driven 
large wire nails. One. of the nails 
pierced. Mr.’ Kendricks .eye.— After 
striking the old mani séveral:times the 
negro made his escape, evidently 
thinking his: victim svas ded: 

A neighbor,.who;:happened:by in a 
few minutes,. found: Mr. Kendrick, and, 
getting assistance, removéd: him to his 
home.”

“T at first considered i{t at least 
likely that Dr.’Cook had got near the 
Pole, say to the 89th degree or within 60 
miles. Even his observations would 
have given him that accuracy. Later 
I was forced to change that opinion. 


Never Out of Sight of Land. 


“A person not especially accurate 
might have thought himself at the 
Pole when only within 60 miles of it; 
but as I got deeper into the matter I 
began to suspect that Dr. Cook was 
never out of sight of land. 

“Please notice that I have never 
said that Dr. Cook is about to submit 
my calculations to the University of 
Copenhagen as his own observations. 
Dr. Cook never intimated such to me. 
I did not question him about that end. 
1 was working for pay then and was 
indifferent on that point. Now I 
haven't received my pay. I don’t ex- 
Press an opinion about when or how 
Dr. Cook wrote up his record books. 

“Dr. Cook never allowed me to in- 
spect his original records, or, indeed, 
any more of them than has been pub- 
lished in the newspapers.”

RIDICULE CHARGES AGAINST COOK 

Copenhagen, December 9.—A sum- 
mary of the affidavits of persons 
claiming to have aided Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook in the preparation of his 
Polar data, published in London and 
New York, today, was read here with 
amazement today. Scientific circles 
are inclined to be incredulous regard- 
ing the charges, and some persons, like 
Dr. Carl Burrau, the astronomer, con- 
sider them so improbable that their 
effect will be fo strengthen confidence 
in Dr. Cook. 

In an interview Dr. Burrau said: 

“Passages in the story telegraphed 
here give me the impression that the 
matter is thoroughly untrustworthy. 
Take for instdnce the statement about 
Capella. Capella neither rises nor 
gets in the Polar regions, but remains 
fixed over the horizon. In order to 
make observations at the North Pole 
a more extended and a more detailed 
knowledge is necessary than is en- 
joyed usually by the average person. 

“It will, however, be easy for the 
university to determine the truth or 
otherwise of the charges.”

The references made from time to 
time as to the cost. of the service that 
furnishes the farmers of the country 
their mail, has caused some concern 
lest there should be a discontinuance 
of improvements and further extension 


of the service. 

These references to expense and the 
charge that the rural service causes 
the postal deficit, are greatly exagger- 
ated and calculated to mislead popular 
se:ntiment, and do injury tothe great- 
est wealth producers in the aggregate 
in the nation. 

Rural delivery is now an established 
fact in practically every community 
in the country where local conditions 
warrant it. As to the future of the 
service The Rural Free Delivery 
News has recently had this para- 
graph, paying high tribute to the 
work of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General P. V. DeGraw: 

‘While the work already accom- 
plished has been no easy task, the 
problems of development and perfec- 
tion of the service now in operation 
are far greater and more important. 
They are are not to be pvriefly consid- 
ered and quickly decided. They re- 
quire mature thought, careful study 
and extensive observation. Rural de- 
livery has become a fixed feature of 
the government under the able ad- 
ministration of Fourth Assistant Post- 
master General DeGrawsy He has 
made it a special study and Is thnor- 
oughly alive to its needs and possi- 
bilities.

Statistics Show That Many of 
| Southern Recruits Are Affect- 
ed by the Disease---Southern 
Recruits Not So Robust as 
Those From Other i 


Washington, December 9-—~“In spite 
of its vast economic importance ‘in 
‘the southern states, the hook worm 
‘disease is believed to affect greatly 
the health and efficiency of the army.” 

That is the conclusion Surgeon Gen- 
eral Torney, of the army, has reached 
after- a more or less extensive inves- 
tigation into the prevalence and _ se- 
verity of the disease as it appears in 
the atmy. He makes the disease the 
subject of consideration in his annual 
report submitted to the secretary of 
war today. 

All the observers have noted, says 
General Torney, that in many cases 
ihe infection has no evident effect 
upon the health or appearance of the 
individual. Microscopic examinations 
are necessary to reveal the disease in 
mild cases. . 

Duration of the Disease. 

The duration of the disease was one 
of the features which the military in- 
vestigators sought to bring out. Ob- 
servations made by Major Chamber- 
lain at Jackson Barracks, Mississippi, 
showed that of forty-four southern- 
bred recruits, 68 per cent were in- 
fected; of fifty-sevén southern-bred 
soldiers in first enlistment, 54 per 
cent were infected, and out of thirty- 
four southern-bred soldiers in second, 
:Or subsequent enlistment, only 15 per 
lcent were infected. 

Statistics on this point were ob- 
tained from an examination of the 
army of Cuban pacification. Of the 
twenty-four cases of infection report- 
ed with the length of service of the 
individual was given, sixteen were in 
their first enlistment: four were in 
the second, ang four had served more 
than two enlistments,

Montgomery, Ala., December 9.—~ 
(Special.)—Settling up a defunct in- 
surance business is slow work, as Cap- 
tain A. C. Sexton, deputy insurance 
commissioner, will testify .to. Just 
back from Atlanta, he reports that it 
will take until February, maybe 
longer, to wind up the affairs of the 
Atlanta-Birmingham Fire . Company, 
which went to the bad shortly after the 
San Francisco fire, asa result of which 
it had to close up shop. As receiver, 
Captain Sexton has been on the go for 
three years or more. The only thing 
left, however, is a few reinsurance 
cases pending in the federal court, 
which ought to be adjusted by the sec- 
ond month of the new vear. 

With the adjustment . coming the 
way of the company Captain Sexton 
thinks there may bein all 60 to 55 per 
cent dividends to apply to all claims 
outside of San Francisco direct. Li- 
ability of certain reinsurance claims 
is what is taking up the time of the 
court. Captain Sexton took over the 
receivership of this company while 
deputy commissioner of insurance un- 
der Secretary of State E: R. McDavid, 
who gave way to Frank N. Julian, who 
was elected in 1906, and has kept it 
since, being in full touch with ail that 
has been doné. Stock in this com- 
pany was held largely in Birmingham 
and Atlanta.

Columbus, December, 9.—(Special.)— 
Following an attemptatan assault on 
Miss Catherine Trammell, ef WBast 
Highlands, as she trudged on her way 
to school in the suburbs this morning, 
a posse of indignant citizens joined the 
sheriff and his deputies today in an 
ineffectual] attempt to catch the negro 
attempting the deed.

STREET RAILWAY . 
PLANNED AT DUBLIN 


Council Grants Franchise and 
Capital i 


Necessary Will 
Be Raised in Dublin. 


Dublin, Ga., December 9.—-(Special.) 
The city counc!!l adopted a resolution 
granting a franchise to the Dublin 
Street Railway Company, subject to 
certain regulations and limitations to 
be agreed upon between the city and 
the petitioners for the franchise. The 
ordinance committee of council will 
prepare an agreement to be presented 
to the petitioners, and if the latter ac- 
cept the terms upon which the street 
railway may be established, the fran- 
chise will be granted at the next meet- 
ing of council.

WASTING ROAD MONEY. 


There is no doubt about the fact that through ignorance of proper 
method and careless or indifferent supervision much of the money expended 


for public road building is wasted. 
The Raleigh Progressive Farmer pointedly directs attention to this 


fact and indicates the necessity for adequate knowledge and experience in 


the conduct of road construction, in the following: 


It is estimated that the sum of $70,000,000 is spent annually in the 
construction of public highways in this country. Of this great sum 
of a it is safe to assert that two-thirds of it Is misspent: that is 
to say, it has not been spent tn a way to produce the kind of results 
possible to obtain from its investment. Thig is largely the result of lack 
of proper information and experience in methods of work. 

One of the very first things that county commissiohers ought to do 
is to have a g00@ map of the county showing location of all the public 
roads in it. A study of the topography of the county is also essential. 
In the improvement of the roads selected it is expedient to make such 
changes as will avoid going over the tops of the hills. It costs no 
more to bulld arcund a hill than it does to go over the top of it, and 
the distanee ie urually not greater. By building around a hill the road 
can be meade practically on a plane, thus saving much wear and tear. 

In planning the building of highways a good idea ig to make the 
county town the central place from which to make the roads radiate 
as main arteries; then build cross-roads as feederg to these main traveled 


high ways. 

Are there any Georgia counties which are wasting their substance de 
voted to read construction, either in the shape of casb or convict labor? 
A little lost here and there might mean thousands, possibly hundreds 
}of thousands, in the aggregate. 

There are more than 110 counties in Georgia now engaged in the work 
of road gonstruction and road improvement. 

It is important to the state, but far more so to each of them, that 
‘every dollar, every stroke of the pick, should be made to count. 
Possibly it would prove of inestimable value, certainly so in many in- 
; Stamces, for the county authorities to make a survey of the situation and 
/ascertain whether there is much waste and where it is located. 

Each Georgia county is making an investment for the future; if the 
investment is bad, it cannot expect returns. 

There are ways afd ways of building roads, as there are in doing 
everything else, but there is only one best way. 

Fach county engage in road construction should find and adopt it. 
| It may cost a little bit here and there to secure necessary information 


or expert assistance, but results attained are well worth the expenditure 
A few dollare judiciously placed may prevent the waste thousan 
or several times that sum. . =o 

There is something here for Georgia counties to think seriously about.

“For 100 cubic feet, or 760 gallons, 
30 cents per 1,000 feet gallons; far 200 
cubic feet, or 1,500 gallons, 25 cents 
per 1,000 gallons; for 390 cubic feet, 
or 2,250 gallons, 20 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons; for 400 feet, or 3,000 gallons, 15 
cents per 1,000 gallons; for all water 
in excess of 3,000 gallons a rate of 10 
cents per 1,000 gallons.”

NO HEAT IN CARS; 
BUT THERE WILL BE

The street cars in Atlanta are go- 
ing to be heated this winter. That 
there was no heat turned on in the 
cars yesterday was due to & failure 
on the part of certain employees to 
carry out Instructions. 

When Atlanta woke up Wednesday 
morning and started to work, the 
mercury in the thermometer hung 
around the freezing point, and  be- 
low. There was no heat in the cars.

kept their hands in their poekets and 
turned up their coat collars and shiv- 
ered. The commuters, who are on the 
cars thirty minutes or more, did all 
this and, moreover, said things that 
shovld have warmed the interior of 
the cars considerably. 

On reaching offices and stores, they 
teiephoned te. the railroad commis- 
sion and asked*that the: company be 
ordered to turn on the heat. Others 
tried less vigorous methods and called 
up the general offices of the company. 
They were informed that it was al] a 
mistake: the company expected that 
the heat would be turned on the first 
cold day and had issued instructions 
cecordingly. | 

President Arkwright’s Statement. 

Preston 8. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company, in response to a letter re- 
ceived from Campbell Wallace, secre- 
tary of the railroad commission, stated 
that the management had been under 
the impression that all necessary in- 
structions had been given looking to 
the turning on of the heat in the 
care. He said: 

“The cars are already equipped with 
apparatus for heating them, the fuses 
have all been placed in. Before the 
receipt of your letter, I noticed my- 
self that. one of the cars—the one 
on which Lcame in—was not heated, I 
took up the matter with the railway 
department and gave instructions that 
the heat should be turned on the cars. 
Since the receipt of your letter, I went 
at the matter again. Positive in- 
structions have been given for turn- 
ing on the heat tn the cars. 

“There is no disposition on our part 
to avoid heating them or to postpone 
it beyond the time reasonably neces- 
sery. We agreed several years ago 
that these cars should be heated and 
we expect to comply cheerfully with 
thie agreement. The fallure to have 
ais of the cars heated this morning, 
was due to the failure on the part of 
the men to carry out the instructions.

On April 29 the chancellor of the 
exchequer, David L.oyd-George, brought 
in the budget. for the financial year, 
April, 1909, to March, -1910. For the 
first time in many years there was a 
deficit in the treasury, amounting to 
about £16,000,000, due to expenditures 
for the extension of the navy and ior 
old-age pensions. Liloyd-George's pro- 
posals for meetifig this extra expendi- 
ture were of such a character as to 
bring on his party the charge of hav- 
ing abandoned their old liberalism and 
«mbraced the principles of socialism. 

The ordinary sources of taxation in 
England are stamps and ficenses, di- 
rect taxes on land and house, income 
and inheritance, and indirect taxes on 
motors, tea, sugar, spirits and tobacco. 
In order to meet thé increased demands 
on the treasury, the budget proposed 
to steepen all these taxes, except those 
on tea and sugar, to impose a super- 
tax on incomes over £5,000. a tax on 
motor spirit and two new forms of 
land tax, namely, one-haif. penny in 
the pound on undeveloped land and 20 
per cent on the unearned increment of 
land in transfer by sale. “Though nu- 
merous and very considerable conces- 
Sicons have been made on all the direct 
taxes since the budget was first intro- 
duced, the new principle of land taxa- 
tion remains unchanged. This princi- 
Ple is what the liberals call “fitting the 
burden to the broadest back,” what the 
conservatives cal] sociaiism pure and 
simple, and wh&t the labor party, in 
the words of Keir Hardie, calls “the 
first step toward the absorption by the 
community, for the use of the commu- 
nity, of all unearned incomes whether 
derived from land or capital.” 

The conservative use of the word 
socialism deserves little consideration. 
It is simply a bogey used for campaign 
purpose to win over to their alterna- 
tive revenue-producing scheme of tariff 
1eform, both those capitalist liberals 
who can be made to fear that their un- 
earned increment wiil be attacked next 
and those old-fashioned _persons to 
whom, In the’ words of Lord Rosebery, 
socialism means “the negation of alil- 
faith, family, patriotism!” 

To the liberals the Jeaders, us well 
as the rank and file, the budget is, al 
gost. but one of that series of social 
¢forms of which the feeding of schoo! 
children and the old-age pensions are 
the best known. ‘: 

If there is no “socialism in “the 
budget; if Keir Hardie’s interpreta- 
tion of the land clauses was too opti- 
mistic, what, then, is there in the new 
bill to interest the wage-garner? There 
is a great deal, and of the most vitai 
interest, When the contention was 
made by the conservatives, on the third 
reading of the land clauses, that the 
principle of the taxation of unearnea 
increment should consistently, be ex- 
tended by the government to cover all 
property, the lord advocate, Mr. Ure,
